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Abstract 

The slide fastener of this device is explained by an embodiment shown in Fig. 1 . 
The reference numerals 1 , 1 indicate element rows which are sewn 3, 3 on inner edge 
portions of right and left tapes 2, 2 and comprise continuous engaging elements made 
of a synthetic resin wire rod such as a nylon coil. The head portion 1a of the element is 
bent in a flat (bottom) face round shape, so that in an inner portion of the head portion, a 
space portion 1b having a shape such as a round shape corresponding to the bent 
shape or the head portion is formed sequentially. In the engaging condition, a leg 
portion 4b of a pin 4 having a head 4a is fitted and inserted into the space portion 1b, 
which is continuous in an up-and-down direction of the right and left element rows 1,1, 
in an upward direction from the space portion 1 b of the lowest portion (bottom portion) of 
the element rows. The reference numeral 5 indicates a slider, and the reference 
numeral 6 indicates an upper stopper. 

In the above slide fastener, when the slider 5comes down to the bottom, a 
bottom portion of a column portion of the slider 5 comes into contact with an upper 
surface of the element 1 where an end portion of the leg portion 4b of the pin 4 is 
engaged in the space portion 1 b, and the element rows 1 , 1 of its lower portion are 
connected by the pin 4 and the engagement is not unloosed. Therefore, the slider 5 is 
stopped at the position and the stopping function at the lower position is worked. Further, 
since the right and left element rows 1 , 1 are provided with a force toward right and left 
outward directions by the column portion, the leg portion 4b of the pin 4 is pinched and 
held by inner surfaces of the head portions 1 a, 1 a of the right and left element rows 1,1, 
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so that the pin 4 is not dropped out. In the above features, the pin 4 can be fixed to the 
position where it is fitted and inserted, with adhesive and the like. 
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
